Complained of Her Life. 

In some of the letters Alicé wrote she 
led “a dog’s life’ at home and she bit- 
terly complained of the treatment she 
got from her father. She mentioned fre- 
quently that her father beat her and she 
declared she was tired of working and 
was willing to die. 

Johns, in answering these letters, com- 
plained of troubles of his own, and 
sugsested that it might be a good thing 
for them to die together. These letters 
were written in March, but in the let- 
ters of later months there is no men- 
tion of suicide. In the later letters there 
is hint of a jealous rival on each side, 
Alice accusing her lover of being at- 
tentive to others and he making the 
same accusation against her. 

The letters, while important, do not 
solve the mystery of the girl’s death. 
They reveal things that have hereto- 
fore been unknown, but they do not ex- 
plain how the girl’s body got into Har- 
vey‘s Lake. Authorities reason that if 
Herbert Johns is not guilty, then the 
man in a dark suit Sephanish I. Reese 
saw hiding in the woodplle is the slayer 
of the girl. 

Another Man in Case. 

The last gives hopes to detectives that 
there is another man in the Case. An 
abstract of a letter written by Alice 
March 17, follows: 

“Outlet, March 17, 1913. We got a let- 

ter from Martha today. She asked 
Mamma what became of you. She didn’t 
see you any more. I guess she is wor- 
ried about us. She and I had a fight last 
time I was in town, so I don’t care what 
becomes of her or me. She is old enough 
to know something about these things.”’

underpaid and accordingly, as an ex- 
pression of their personal good will and 
regard they presented me with the sum 
of $5000. Shortly after my salary was 
increased from $4000 to $6000 per an- 
num.” 

Letter to Senator Aldrich. 

Senator Walsh read into the record a 
letter from Whitman to former Senator 
Aldrich, written about ten years ago, 
urging the selection of North as director 
of the proposed Census Bureau. Whit- 
man. wrote the bureau should be in- 

dependent of. the? Bureau of Labor. be- 
cause the speeches of the director of 
that bureau, Carroll D, Wright, had 
been “‘populistic‘and probably prejudicial 
in favor of labor.”

Watched by Police Chief, 

These men have evidently been im- 
ported into the national capital. Their 
‘identities have not yet been fully es- 
tablished by members of Maj.

The intimi- 
dators have accosted witnesses, called 
them up on the telephone to utter warn- 
ings of dire consequences from péssible 
disclosures they might make and trailed 
‘them continuously by day and night.

SAY ISOLAT 
HOSPITAL SPREADS 


Arsenal ‘Street. Residents Tell 
Mayor It Increases Rather 
Than Retards Maladies. 


Residents of the neighborhood ad- 
joining the infectious hospital, in the 
old female hospital building on Arsenal 
street, declared tao Mayor Kiel Thurs- 
day that the institution, instead of iso- 


lating infectious diseases, is run in 
such a way as to spread the diseases. 

They charged that bandages, paper 
and refuse from the hospital were 
thrown carelessly into the rear yard, 
to be scattered about the neighborhood 
by dogs and by the wind. They also 
said the passing and unloading of am- 
bulances with infectious cases was an 
element of danger. 

The complainants urged the Mayor 
not to carry out the plan to build the 
new infectious hospital on the lot at 
Arsenal street and January avenue, in 
the same neighborhood, as provided in 
an ordinance which has passed the As- 
sembly. 

The Mayor: told them the only remedy 
would be the repeal of the ordinance 
Another conference will be held next 
Wednesday. 

Committee Presents Protest. 

The evidence and arguments of pro- 
test were presented by Thomas D. Can- 
non, lawyer; H. H. Rosskopf, former 
assistant Circuit Attorney; Dr. L. W. 
Scherman, 5438 Old Manchester road, 
and Dr. M. Hammel, 3579 Arsenal street. 
This committee represented various im- 
provement associations, including the 
trustees of St. Aloysius’ parochial 
school. 

Hospital Commissioner Shutt told the 
committee that, in his opinion, the con- 
ditions complained of do not now exist, 
and that many of the careless habits of 
the nurses and attendants have been 
eliminated. He declared that the build- 
ing is inadequate for hospital purposes, 
but that it is the best the city can do 
in the care of infectious disease patients 
until a new isolation hospital is built.

Circult Attorney Harvey told a Post- 
Dispatch reporter, after the testimony 
of witnesses Thursday afternoon, that 
he was already convinced there Was 
sufficient reason for instittuing the in- 
quiry. 

“IT cannot tell whether there will be 
indictments,” he said, ‘“‘nor can I dis- 


feuss the evidence heard, but progress 


has been made and I am satisfied with 
the evidence as far as we have gone.” 
Labor Leader Summoned. 

Among the witnesses summoned on the 
bridge matter were George Safford, an 
attorney; J. P. McDonough, chairman 
of the Legislative Committee of the 
Central Trades and Labor Union, and 
Charles Troll, politician.

ter was then taken up with the owners 
and that he understood an option for 
six months was obtained.

Rich Planter, Weepirig, Has Re- 
porters Withdrawn as He De- 
scribes Private Life. 


Charles Talbot Duke, wealthy rice and 
cotton planter of Monticello, Ark., and 
his daughter, Katherine Duke, wept 
as they testified at the Coroner's in- 


quest Friday in the case of Mrs. 
Willie Slemons Duke, his wife, who 
died suddenly from an overdose of 
morphine in her room at the Usona 
Hotel Thursday morrtiing. The inquest 
was held in Coronor Padbe:g’s private 
office. 

That an overdose of morphine caused 
Mrs. Duke’s death there was no doubt, 
Deputy Coroner Fath said, but a ver 
dict will not bé given until a chemical 
examination is made. The only ques- 
tion the Coroner wished to determine 
Fath said, was whether Mrs. Duke had 
taken the fatal dose accidentally or 
with suicidal intent. The testimony 
of the .witnesses satisfied him that Mrs. 
Duke did not intentionally take her 
own life. 

Addicted te Drug for Years. 

Duke testified his wife had been ad- 
dicted to the use of morphine many 
years. He began to weep as he relat- 
ed how he had employed specialists and 
various forms of treatment for his wife 
and then, turning to a reporter who 
was present, he asked if any news- 
paper men were there. 

Informed that they were, Duke arose 
from his chair and declared he would 
rather go to jail than discuss his wife's 
affliction for publication. At his request 
the reporters withdrew. 

Mrs. Eliza Taylor, practitioner in the 
irst Christian Science Church, living 
8t 4945 McPherson avenue, Nestified that 
she had béen attending Mrs. Duke for 
a& general physical weakness. She had 
known Mrs. Duke since the World's 
Fair, she said, and knew that she had 
been in the habit of taking morphine 
to relieve stomach pains. She said sh:, 
saw no morphine or any receptacle that 
might have contained the poison in Mrs. 
Duke’s room. Ske was with her patient 
Wednesday night until 12 o’clock, whe, 
she went to her home, half a block from 
the hotel. 

At 4:30 a. m., Mrs. Taylor was called 
to the Usona by Mrs. Duke's nurse and 
when she arrived Mrs. Duke was dead. 

Miss Katherine Duke and Mrs. Ella N. 
Slater of 1928A Bellegliade avenue, a 
nurse, testified they occupied a room 
adjoining Mrs. Duke’s Wednesday night. 
She was so restless, they said, that they 
were unable to sleep. 

Mrs. Slater said that about 3 a. m., 
Mrs. Duke arose and got a gown out of 
her trunk. She said she saw no sign 
of morphine in the suite, but could not 
say whether Mrs. Duke had any of the 
poison in her trunk. 

Dide’t Appear Despondent, 

Miss Duke and Mrs. Slater testified

“Former Comptroller Murray, who 
had repeatedly stated he was going to 
keep down bank fallures during his ad- 
ministration, approved the merger of 
the First and Second National . banks 
last January. 

“He knew as well as I aid then that 
the First National Bank was in a rotten 
condition and that the bank’s state- 
ment of reserves and liabilities was in- 
correct. Our bank examiners had 
warned the office of the condition of 
the bank. 

Fallure of Bank Was Feared, 
“On March 10, the merger of the First 
and Second National Banks was rati- 
fied. It was known then that the mer 
ger was not going to help matters much. 
In fact, it was feared that the merger 
would result as it did. 

' “Mr. Murray did not resign until April 
27, and, during his inoumbency, did 
nothing to bring about a change in the 
situation in Pittsburg. Less than four 
weeks later, howeve1, just as soon as 
the First-Second National had smoothed 
out the wrinkles as @# result of the 
merger, I put an- examiner at work. 
“On June 4, when the First-Second Na- 
tlonal Bank made its statement on cail 
of the Comptroller, we discovered just 
what we had anticipated, that the cap- 
ital stock of the bank had been im- 
paired. Our examiner tried to find the 
trouble. The action on July 7 was the 
result of the examiner’s report and the 
investigation of Assistant Secretary 
Wiliams and myself. 

“During his administration of office of 
Comptroller, Mr. Murray brought about 
the merger of several banks. These 
mergers were forced; that is, Mr. Mur- 
ray, when he found a weak bank, forced 
a stronger bank In the same community 
to merge with the weaker one. Several 
bank failures almost resulted from this 
policy, which I condemn.” 

Offers of Piace in Bank. 

Further investigations showed that 
James 8. Kuhn, the president of the 
First-Second National Bank, asked Mur- 
ray to become president of the institu- 
tion. He was offered a salary of $25, 
a year. Oscar Telling, then an em 
of the Comptroller’s office and a 
of Murray, was offered the vice-presi- 
dency. Secretary of the Treasury Mc- 
Veagh decided against Murray accepting 
the place. He did permit Telling to take 
a place. 

The sonatas of Telling at $15,000.a4 
year did not improve the condition of 
the bank. It became so bad that Mur- 
ray could no longer countenance it, and 
he ordered his friend, Telling, to write 
a million dollars’ worth of bonds of 
some of the Kuhn subsidiary concerns 
off the list of the bank’s securities. 
Telling did this, but only after de- 
nofincing Murray. 

Murray, who, after resigning from 
the comptrollership, became president 
f the United States Trust Co. here, is 
now visiting friends in New York State. 


U. §. Will Presecute,. , 
James 8S. Kuhn, president; W. 8. 


Kuhn, vice-president, and perhaps other 
officers of the defunct First-Second Na- 
tional Bank, are to be prosecuted by 
the United States. Secretary McAdoo 
says the bank was grossly misman- 
aged. 

‘‘Making a false statement with intent . 
to defraud or deceive the body politic” 
will be one of the specific charges which 
the Federal . Government will make 
against the Kuhn brothers.’ 

Treasury officials assert that before 
the debris of the wrecked institution ‘is 
cleared away there will be exposed one 
of the most flagrant violations of the 
national banking laws in the history of 
the Government.

DELEGATES FIND 
DIRT. BAD FOOD AT 
INDUSTRIAL SCHOOL 


Scully, One of “Surprise” Visi- 
tors Likens Oleomargarine 
" There to Axle Grease. 


APPLES WORMY 


Meat Is ‘‘Slugs’’ Which Restaur- 
ants Won’t Buy—Other 
Institutions Praised. 


DRIED 


— 


Oleomargarine, which Delegate An- 
drew Scully declared not fit for use as 
axle grease, “slugs” of left-over meat 
and wormy, dried apples, were among 
the articles of food which, Scully de- 
clared Friday, the House of Delegates 
found being served to growing boys 
and girls in the City Industrial School. 
A party of House members, headed by 
Speaker Gazzolo, made an unheralded 
visit-to the school and to three other 
city institutions Thursday afternoon. 

At the sanitarium (insane asylum), 
the infirmary (poorhouse) and the work- 
house, Scully told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter, the delegates found conditions 
excellent and the inmates well provided 
for. But he pronounced the industrial 
school conditions to be a disgrace to 
the city, and said the institution showed 
a great change for the worse, as com- 
pared with the administration of A. P. 
Richardson as superintendent. Richard- 
son was removed and sent to the pent- 
tentiary on graft charges. 


Mayor to Get the Facts. 
Speaker Gazzolo will prepare a writ- 


ten report of the inspection of the four 
institutions, which will be presented to 
the Mayor. 

“The kitchen at the school was untidy, 
as compared with those of the other 
institutions,” said Scnlly. “We asked 
about the butter, and'the women cooks 
showed us the substitute for butter 
which is fh use there,|a cheap grade of 
oleo. ‘Would you eat that? I asked 
one of the women. ‘Nb, I wouldn't,’ she 
said. 

‘In the icebox we looked at the lard 
used for cooking, and.saw spoons stick- 
ing in it which had gravy on them. 
The spoons, knives and forks generally 
seemed to have been only half washed. 

“The meat was the worst thing. It 
was low-grade chuck steak, what butch- 
ers call slugs, the part that is sold to 
the city because restaurants and board- 
ing houses will not have it. 

“T understand that the Supply Com- 
missioner was told, a year ago, that 
the meat furnished to the school was 
not suitable, but that nothing was 
done to improve the supply. 

Woman Wouldn’t Eat Apples. 

“The dried apples were of wormy 
appearance, and some of them had 
just been scraped out. I asked the 
woman if she would eat them, and 
she shook her head. 

“*What about the menu that the 
Health Commissioner made out for 
the institution? I asked her. ‘Don’t 
you follow that?’ 

“"We do the best we can with the 
supplies we get,’ she said. “The sup- 
plies are below grade, and it isn’t 
our fault if the meals are pretty 
poor.’ 

“In the swimming pool we found 
White and negro boys bathing to- 
gether, and there seems to be no 
provision for separating them. 

“The furniture, tables and side- 
boards throughout the place were 
covered with dust. 

Superintendent Is Absent. 

“Supt. Major was not at the place 
when we called, and the clerk who 
was in charge could not give us sat- 
isfactory information as to the cause 
of the conditions we found.” 

Scully said that while the other 
delegates. liked the looks. of the 
workhouse, he thought there was toe 
much militarism there. Otherwise, 
he said, the place was in good con- 
dition. 

Institution Is Defended. 

Inquiry at the Industrial School by 
a Post-Dispatch reporter, following the 
interview with Scully, showed that 
Supt. Major was away on a vacation, 
and is to return July 28. In his ab- 
sence, Assistant Superintendent C. H. 
Joest said he would be glad to have a 
thorough inspection of the place made. 
He said the delegates stayed only ten or 
fifteen .minutes, hurrying through the 
place with hardly a pause anywhere. 

“We are only trying to keep our 
premises in repair, and not to improve 
them,” said Soest, “as we shall move 
to the country before long. The old 
buildings are not adequate, but we are 
going to do the best we can with them. 
As for the food, the meat is U. 8. in- 
spected and is purchased by requisi- 
tion through the Supply Commissioner. 
It is delivered fresh four times a week. 

“Any charge that the school has de- 
terlorated under the present manage- 
ment is absurd, I was here under the 
former regime, and I know things have 
been greatly improved.”’

The Alton & Approach. 
To the Hditor of the Post-Dispatch. 


About a year ago, at the time when the Com- 
mittee on Railroads of the House of Delegates, 
of which Mr. Dilers was chairman, was consider- 
ing the Hast Side railroad approach to the mu- 
Micipal free bridge, Mr. E. R, Kinsey, now presi- 
dent of the Board of ‘Public Improvements, pub- 
licly declared, in my hearing and presence, that 
| the southeastern (Reber). approach was unsuit- 
able and insufficient and that the northeastern 
(Gerhart) approach was the only suitable and suf- 
ficient one. Mr. Gerhart advocated making the 
northeastern railroad approach an all-elevated 
structure from the eastern river bank to and be- 
yond the corporate limits of East St. Louls, on 
the ground that such construction would comply 
with the réquirements of the IiMnois Railroad and 
Warehouse Commission, to the effect that rail- 
roads crossing over streets, alleys and other rail- 
reads in the State of Illinois must be elevated #0 
as to avoid surface crossings, and on the further 
ground that such elevation would avoid accidents 
to and collisions with pedestrians and vehicle 
traffic on the streets and alleys of Fast St. Louis 
and other railroads, steam and electric, running 
through that city, and so protect the city of St. 
Louls against vast litigation and consequent judg- 
ments for damages that would inevitably result 
from such accidents and collisions, and also on the 
further ground that such an all-elevated structure 
would insure a high rate of speed and freedom 
from delays for all trains running along the lines 
of least resistance, entering. and departing to and 
from St. Louis over such elevated approach. 

He was ridiculed for these arguments. I see 
they have now been adopted by those favoring the 
real estaté speculation -known as the Alton & 
Mississippi approach. The northwestern approach 
was also bitterly attacked on grounds of its 
length, and the statement was made by its 
thoughtless and ignorant opponents that its adop- 
tion would be practically to make St. Louis 
operate a railroad, a power not authorized by 
the Congressional grant and hence ultra vires. 

The northwestern approach is about five miles 
in length, all-elevated, running directly to the 
major traffic, while the Alton & Mississippi ap- 
proach is some 21 miles in length, and is distant 
about one mile south of the rejected Reber ap- 
proach, and by detour, northwardly, east of the 
bluffs, reachea the same neutral territory at about 
the northern line of St. Clair County, which is di- 
rectly made by the northwestern approach. The 
Alton & Mississippi approach will be elevated for 
about 13,000 feet and will come to the surface, as 
stated, about one mile south of the Reber ap- 
proach, at a cost of $1,300,000 for the elevated part 
thereof, and from this point it will run upon the 
surface for the remainder of the 2i-mile dis- 
tance, east of the bluffs and the corporate limits 
of East St. Louis, a great deal of which was under 
water in 1903. 

Which approach, then, is open to the objection

fide approach and, being such, 
the scope of the powers granted to the City of 
St. Louis by Congress, while the Alton & Missis- 
sippi approach would be entirely outside the pow- 
ers sO granted to the City of St. Louls. While 
the congressional grant of powers is plenary, it 
must, nevertheless, be limited to the construction 
of a bona-fide approach, which can be in no wise 
extended or enlarged, so as to authorize the con- 
struction and operation of a railway in the State 
of Illinois by the City of St. Louls as a munici- 
pality.

ATHENS, July 11.—The King of Mon- 
tenegro is arranging to borrow some of 
the subjects of the King of Greece, hav- 
ing lost all his in the Balkan wars. 

BUCHAREST, July 11.—The Greeks 
boiled 10,000 Bulgarians in ofl at Stru- 
mitza this morning, compelling the local 
agent of the Standard Oil Co. from 
which they seized the oil, to witness the 
spectacle. 

LONDON, July 11.—Gen. Savoff is said 
to have returned to the Bulgarian cap- 
ital from his invasion of Servia. All 
hig men were killed. 

ROMB, July 1)~—A correspondent whe 
has penetrated across the Servian fron- 
tier says the fighting between the for- 
mer Balkan allies is the worst in his- 
tory.

phobia, the manner of administering 
the treatment, and its effect upon 
human system. He-declared the patient 
dees not suffer any ill effects sometimes 
caused by serums or toxins, and that 
the patient’ may continue his daily 
duties without inconvenience while the 
preventive treatment is being taken 
The treatment is administered free at 
the office of the bacteriologist «at 
the city hospital. 

The only effective method of prevent- 
ing hydrophobia in cases in which the 
dog has been killed after persons have 
been bitten is by the administration of 
the Pasteur treatment, according to Dr. 
Harris. By killing the dog the basis of 
an accurate and complete observation 
for symptoms, of rabies is removed, he 
declared and the only positive safeguard 
for the victim is to take the treatment, 
which counteracts the poison of the 
dog's bite if it is rabid. 

Dr. Harris has warned the public not 
to kill a dog which has bitten a person. 
He requests that the animal be tied and 
celivered to the Bacteriological Depart- 
ment for observation. If the dog does
